.hoy are liable to engender ill-feelins:- 


Tho participants in a mass meeting: 


held Sunday, at which some anti-Amer- 
ican speeches were delivered, announc- 
ed their intention of continuing the 
demonstration in front of the American 
embassy. The, police, however, inter- 
fered and prevented this step. 


Tho belief is expressed here that the 


basis for tho agitation is fear of thti 
growing1 influence of the United States 
in international affairs, as evidenced by 
ier position u.t the peace conference and 
that It will act as a curb on what are 
regarded as Japan's legitimate asp Ira- 
Jons in China and Siberia. 


Yesterday's newspapers printed arti- 


cles accusing Americans and British in 
China with exciting the- Chinese to the

Peking, based on the Japanese victory 
at the peace conference on the Question 
of Shuntung.

they are, liable to engender ill-feeling. 


The participants in a mass meeting 


held Sunday, at whk-h some anti-Amer- 
ican speeches were delivered, announc- 
ed their intention' o£ continuing the 
demonstration in front of the American 
embassy. The police, however, 
inter- 


fered and prevented this step. 


The belief is expressed here that the 


basis Cor the agitation is fear of the 
growing influence of the United States 
n international affairs, as evidenced by 
her position at the peace conference and 
that it will act as a curb on what are- 
regarded as Japan's legitimate aspira- 
tions in China and Siberia. 


Yesterday's newspapers printed arti- 


cles accusing Americans and British in 
China with exciting the Chinese to the 
recent Chinese-Japanese agitation in 
Peking", based on the Japanese victory 
at the peace conference on the question 
of Shuntung. The aim is declared to b* 
the rooting: out of 
Japan's 
superior 


rights in China and substituting their 
own influence. 


At a meeting of the Kokuminto party 


held in Osaka, a. resolution was passed 
declaring that recognition of the Mon- 
roe Doctrine by tho League of Nations 
should be interpreted as recognition

ANTWERP, 
(Correspondence of the 


Associated Press)—Antwerp appears to 
be passing through a process of resur- 
rection, although the tonnage handled 
since the port was reopened more than 
three 
months 
ago 
represents 
that 


which ordinarily come 
through 
this 


port in one week during the days prior 
to the war. Ships now come 
strag- 


gling in, and along the seven-mile wa- 
terfront the winch is heard creaking 
here and there, and the vision in some 
of the great sheds is obstructed hy un- 
pretentious stacks of bags of American 
rice and rows of barrels of Chicago 
pork, and there are foodstuffs, clothing 
and manufactured articles, 
most 
of 


which, however, is for immediate use. 


The American commission ot relief 


in Belgium had seventeen 
steamships 


in port early in April and the American 
base for supplying the American army 
of occupation in Germany was unload- 
ing five others. 


Shipping men are anxiously awaiting 


the -opening of the American base at 
Contich. about two' miles outside of 
Antwerp on the Malines 
road. Bar- 


racks are being erected at Contich for 
the accommodation of 20,000 soldiers at 
a time. This is expected to inject a 
little more lift into 
Antwerp 
port. 


The grounds picked out for the Ameri- 
can ba:;e Is a vast plain, dry and well 
irrigated, and the doughboys will find 
living and sanitary conditions there 
much better than in other-bases which 
have achieved greater prestige. 


The Americans have taken over some 


of the piers where North German Lloyd 
steamships formerly docked. ^The .early 
work was arduous, as the piers were 
encumbered with gravel imported from 
Holland by the Germans, ostensibly to 
repair roads but actually to build re- 
inforced concrete shelters, dugouts and 
trenches. One hundred thousand cubic 
yards of the gravel had to be removed 
before the piers could be used. It i 
estimated the Germans 
had 
enough 


gravel there to repair Belgian roads 
for fifty years. 


Fifteen thousand longshoremen and 


stevedores are idle here and the only 
solution shipping men find when Ques- 
tioned as to how the situation can be 
remedied may be summed up on one 
word: "America."

At the outbreak of the war in mi 


the Greuks were driven out of Asia 
Minor.

them there before the war. More
